tion of the society's resources and 
Dr Goodwin's untiring and able ef- 
forts.

they 


were called to the city and given a 
short hut intensive course In rural 
sanitation. 
As college men, they 


were all well prepared 
to receive 


such a course. 
It took them but a 


comparatlveley 
short time, 
there- 


fore, to become competent to advise 
on the ordinary problem* of farm 
aanltation 
Their tralniag was la 


charge of Dr. K. Goodwin, the so- 
ciety's aaaltary supervisor, and con- 
sisted of a series of lectures by Dr. 
Goodwin himself and such promin- 
ent city health oBdals as Dr. Park; 
also ot visits to the hoard of health 
laboratories. Inspections ot the big- 
gest dairy plants and food markets. 
In consequence of this, the society 
is enabled to broaden the scope of 
its activities aad undertake educa- 
tional work along rural sanitation 
in other districts 
Every farmer liv- 


ing la the territory wtthla the roach 
ot the society's staff will have at his 
disposal the service of a competent 
person to advise htm la the all-im- 
portaat effort of mai*Ut*tag good 
health on the farm.
